a Chairman's Remarks 
Dean Emery announced that a Committee on Committees would be formed to 
look into faculty workloads for the purpose of deciding on memberships to 
Department, Faculty and University committees. 
With respect to the budget he noted that there was presently a freeze on 
faculty budgets University-wide and that for the Faculty of Fine Arts we 
are looking for one-shot monies to recover our expenses. 


Ss Curriculum 
3.1*Motion: (Gross, Friedland) "that Council move the adoption of the proposal 


for Dance 261" 
PASSED 


Dean Gross again noted that a full complement of members on the Faculty 
Curriculum Committee was still needed. A representative from the studio 
area was needed. 


4, Honorary Degrees 


The Chairman announced that nominations for honorary degree candidates must 
be put forward for Council's approval of the January meeting. 


De Mid-term Break 


After some discussion about the advisability of a one-week mid-term 
break Council members noted before making any decision it would be 
interested in observing the results of the first application in 1981-82. 
The following motion was moved 


5.1*Motion: (Kohler, Cohen) "moved that Fine Arts Council is in favour of the proposed 
mid-term break provided that the University make the necessary financial 
provisions to ensure that necessary services such as technical assistance 
and security remain in place for those students who wish to continue on 
their assignments during this period" 


PASSED 


Members noted that faculty budgets would have to be augmented to cover the 
extra expenses incurred by the increase in the school term by one week.

7. Proxy Votes on Council 


Dean Gross noted that any alteration to the membership of Council would 
require a change in the by-laws to be approved by the Board of Governors. 
It was therefore recommended that proxy votes be prohibited, however, it 
was noted that any voting member of Council may write out their vote in 
advance and hand it to the Council secretary before a Council meeting 
should the member wish to ensure that his vote be counted. 


8. Other Business 


Prof. Rosalie Staley presented Council with a summer course proposal 
"The Renaissance in Italy". She noted that course numbers 401/402 are 
special topics and suggested that this course be offered at the graduate 
Tevel with an undergraduate option using these course numbers. 


Dean Gross explained that curriculum proposals normally follow the procedure 
of receiving approval ,by the Section concerned, approval of the Divisional 
Curriculum Committee and then approval by the Faculty Curriculum Committee 
before coming before Council. He noted that this proposal had not received 
the approval of the Art Education section. Although support is not 
shared by other members of her discipline, he defended her right to have a 
hearing before Council. 


The Chairman explained that since this course was an interdisplinary one-it was 
agreed that P.Staleysolicit the comments of members of the Art History Section.
